There 
aro now being worked several coal 
seams, and the developnioiit of another 
seaui will sooii be sufficiently advanced 
to peruiit of the shipment of coal. Sev- 
eral hundred men are oinployed in imd 
about the mines; and it is of the ut- 
mosb' importance that life and limb 
should be rendered as secure as human 
feresiglit and preeaution can n)Hko 
them. Jf there l)i> any virtue in the 
Act t)\ut created the Inspector — if it 
is to be iinytluuf; more than a dead- 
letter nn the statute book— its provi- 
sions .should be ad'orded a fair test of 
their valup. 'J'liore are some who have 
alwavs regarded the Act as an absurdi- 
ty ; and wc are disiinsed to think if it 
is to be worked in the future as in tlie 
past that that opinion may iwc be far 
wrong. But ilie Act Ims uisver been 
afTorded a fail chancf, befause one of 
the principal purposes tor which it was 
created is dcfcaLcd by the constant cm- 
plovment of ibe ln--pcctor in aiuther 
department of the [uiblio service.

t'liiis. E. Pooley, examined — Deceased 
liaa been under medical troatnicnt for tho 
liist few days; witnes.s saw him alive for 
tho last time at half-paat nine o'clock on 
Saturday evening; at half-past eight 
o'clock iMr. Fislier, now deceased, was 
drawing water from the well and throw- 
ing it over his head to relievo liiin.self of 
pain; he (deceaseil) coinplainud very much 
of a pain in tho t)t(jiiiach ; lie (deceased^ 
carried a tea-tray in one liand and a 
wash-board in the other for tlie purpose, 
a.s he said, of shiidding liimseif from 
uleetrie uuneat.-i; "ii Smuiay iiii •niiiit,' at 
8 o'clock witness saw the dead body in 
tho well; the body Uouting, the face 
and bruiist above water and the legs hang- 
ing down; the water is out of reach from 
the boarding on top of tho well; he might 
liftve been reacliing fur the water when he 
fell in; the marks made hy hia hands are 
visible on each side of tho oiienini,': wit- 
ness liad been looking for deceased all 
round- the place from It o'clock in the 
morning until a ([uarter to 8 o'clock; 
docea.sed did not appear to he in his 
proper .senses on Saturday evduing. 

Dr. .Sherood, 11. N., ctamined -Was 
called to see the deeensod between the 
hours of 8 and 9 o'clcck, p.m. , on Tuesday 
last; ho was then anlFering from severe ])ain 
and was in an excited condition; on \Ved- 
noaday and 'i'hursday he continued to be 
very ill; on Friday witness did not visit 
the patient; on Saturtlay he called be- 
tween 12 and 1 o'clock and wa.s antonisliud 
to find tho door opened hy Mr. Fisher, 
now deceased; he invited witness into tlic 
garden, as ho (deeeaHei!) Siiid he wished 
to speak with him in private; from his 
manner and conversation it v,a;i apjiareiit 
that ho was not then in iiissfiuscs, though 
ho was by no moans violent; the haiui is 
slightly grounded; tho marks of blood on 
the well boards was, tho witness believes, 
innde by tho wound on the stonutch; the 
wound on *het!iigh w.ts made by alili.-,ter; 
from all ho (witness) heard and saw de- 
ceased came to his doatii by drowning 
and it was accidental. 

The jury iuimodiately li.-iinleil in a \ er- 
dict of accidental death by diowiiing. 

The deceased gentleman, who was the 
tddest son of William Fisher, Ehij., J. P., 
of Esquiinalt Town, had bucn in failing 
health for a long time.

The cause appears to bo a religious ex- 
citi>ment alone.

There is no doubt that I'Linese olli- 
cittls generally aro strongly opposed to 
tho introduction of railways into the 
CVntral Kingdom. 

The Hongkong PrfS.^ says: A rather 
novel suggestion is made by the S/irn- 
;)(T0 wit h reference to Cliiiieso emigra- 
tion. In the course of an article on 
the emigration of Chinese to America, 
the Shen-pao exhibits a belief that the 
hostility of the people of the United 
Slates to tho Chinese is of no transito- 
ry nature, and thinks that, in tho in- 
terests of [leace, it would be advanta- 
geous if the stream of etnigratioii could 
be diverted from America to Africa. 
The tiegro race ia not so tractable as 
our Chinese friends seem to imagine, 
and might not approve of the settle- 
ment of the sons of Han upon the 
coast. 

The British steamer Yesso, was 
wrecked on tho White Rocks, about 30 
miles from Swatow, on the 17th March. 
She had on board §100,000 in trea- 
sure, 200 chests of opium, and a 
cral cargo, all of which was lost. 
Yesso was of 559 tons register, 
was built at New York. "When 
was first sent to Japan, in 1864, 
was named tho Jestis, which was after- 
wards changed to the Yesso. 

The Viceroy of the provinces ofShen- 
7.\ and Kansuh has not only issued a 
stringent proclamation forbidding the 
cultivation of the popp3', but followed 
it up by active measures to enforce 
obedience to it. He even went so far 
as to send troojis into tlie country to 
pull up the plants wherever they found 
them growing. This was done in ac- 
cordance with an imperial decree in- 
tended to discourage tho production of 
opium.
